There is some teciinioil ground for 
tlie rnsentiiient evinced in Spain at t;he 
auiiexation of tlie (Jaroline laiands by 
Gennauy. But the Spauish title is de- 
fective, aud it is dearly^ inexiiedent at 
tliis juncture foi" the' Bdlirbofi dynasty, 
whose Beat upon the Spaniab throno is 
ill secure, to provoke the hnimosily of 
tlie atrongeat power in Europe. The nd- 
viaers of Alfonso XII., must be ill in- 
formed or secretly disloyal if they prfl- 
fess to think that tlie frieadahip-of the 
French reimblic, wliose interests and 
aims are irrecoiiuilable with those oE 
the Spanish monarchy, would counter- 
balance the ill will of liisinarck. 

On more lliau one score tlie pruteu- 
Bions of S])iiin to the cwnershiij of tho 
Caroline Islands are^indispatably weak. 
The group named after Oharlea 11., of 
Spain, and which lies eaat of tlic Pliilip- 
pinea and north of New (jJuinea, in- 
cludes a niultitudu of islands, variou.sly 
coiDputed at froin four-scon- to '200, 
and sircctches acros.s nearly ;iO degrees 
of longitude, tiouie members of tliis 
cluster were, as the name applies, dis- 
covered and nominally . laicepy posset- 
sion of • by Spanish navijta'tora about 
two centuries ago, but there is no evi- 
dence that a large majority of thetn 
have been ever seen by any subject of 
Spain, the aitualiou of most of them 
having been made Irnown to geograph- 
ers by seamen' from other parts oiE Eu- 
rope. It seems plain enougb that to 
such of these islands, arbitrarily classed 
together, as they have not been actual- 
ly visited wnd o.'stensibly annexed, the 
fliadrid CloveriinietU can no ntore sup- 
port the claim than Holland couli/ dc, 
tlie whole of New Guinea or the wholo 
of Borneo because the Ducth have long 
had some Hiuall tiadiiig settleiiienta in 
certain corners of these islands. The 
same principle, iiushcd to an extreme, 
would have given itie Portuguese the 
sole right to conquest in India. 

In point of fact, the Spanish title to 
the Caroline, cluster is niucli more un- 
tenable than was that of the Dutch to 
Papua when Germany and England di- 
vided between them two thirds of that 
great island. Spain has not even per- 
fected by nccuputioti her riylit to (ho.'-o 
members of the ^roup to which she 
had setg up by discovery and formal , 
declaration an inchoate claim, fler po- 
sition is precisely analogous to that of 
Portugal, whose pretensions to control 
the lower waters of the Congo were 
held by the Brussels Conference to be 
forfeited by non-user, [t is true tluit 
lately, after allowing; tlie Spanish claim 
to sleep for 200 ye.^rs, the Governor of 
the Pliili[)piiies, Iciiniiiig of German>-'8 
intention to acquire what Spain had 
abandoned, took steps toward an efiee- 
tive occupation of tho Caroline.s, just 
as the Portuguese i)roceeded to ossert 
control over the mouth of the Congo 
when the movements ef bha African 
Association opened a prospect of trade 
with the interior. But the expedition 
from the Philippines wiU arrive too 
late, for German settlers are already 
in |)08essioii of some of the isliind.s, and 
to these, at all events, their title would 
be contii-nied by a European c( nfer- 
eiice, to which, very foolishly, the 
i^la lrid politicians are talking o& ap-; 
pealinf, • 

Why Bismarck desires to make good 
a footliold in the Carolines ia obvious 
enough. The islands art. ljut 700 miles 
from the north of jS'ew Guinea, and 
both for strategic, and commercial rea- 
sons, would be useful to the Qeriuan 
colony which the Ohancellor intends 
to found in Pajjua. tJn tlie other hand, 
they would bo of no great value to 
Spain, which could turn her resources 
to better account by opening to tillage 
the large part of the Philippines which 
ia still unreclaimed. But tho intrinsic 
importance of the Caroline archipelago 
is quite beside the question of which 
an internationil tribunal would .take 
cognizance, A conference would simply 
adjudicate u[)on the point whether 
Spiiiu'ti prima facif; claim hiid been ex- 
lingui.slie(j by tion-uscr, and what its de- 
cision would hi may he inferred from 
the fact that England, which at Brtis- 
sels was inclined to uphold the preten- 
sions of Portuyal, would now, aa her 
action in tlx; case of Z inzihiir indi- 
cates, be almost certain to side with 
Germany.

,.. .Editor Stead, Bran well Booth, of the 
Salvation army, Mra. Jarrott, u "reform- 
ed prooureas," and several other equally 
aavory tiidividuala, have been caught in 
the moshos of the law at Luudou and will 
have difliculty in extricating themselves 
if, indeed, thoy are not sent to prison for 
the term of their natural lives. The aub- 
atahce of^the charge againat these worthiea 
is that in order to make the ooirnnisaion 
that sat to investigate the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette's scandcis believe in their truth, a 
perfectly innocent girl of 14 ypars of aj^e 
■was enticed from her home by the woman 
Jarretl (who, for the occasioii, played the 
part of a respentable Christian house- 
keeper) and that, while under the influsace 
of drugs she was subjected to a medical 
examination and afterwards prodcced, 
•with a physician's certiCcato of her purity, 
boforo the commisision as a fair specimen 
of girls that wore regularly on sale in the 
}{reat metropolis. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury, llov. iMr. Spurgeon, Gen- 
«ral3oQtti of the Salvation army, and 
many oilier clergynion occupied seats on 
the oommisBion, and their report wag to 
the effect that thu Pall Mall Ua/.utte's 
ohargea were mora than provod. It would 
now appear that the comiiiisaion were 
hoaxed. Editor Stead, who is a shining 
light in English radical ranks, and is sup- 
posed to be ID the pay of the Russian gov- 
ernment, turns out to be a piorient 
sensationalist of a very nasty ty|>o. Jar- 
rett's profeaaiona of reformation wore 
made so that she ini){ht hotter attain hor 
vile ends, and Mr. Branwell Booth, sou 
of the "general," would appear to bo as 
huge a humbug as his coinpauiona in 
guilt. It seems almost incredible that 
this gigantic deception should have escap- 
ed instant exposure, and that a commun- 
ity of 6,000,000 souls should have reatud 
BO long and patieutly under the horrid 
imputations of gross immorality ao freely 
made through the Pall Mall Gazette with 
no other object, it would seoni, than to 
incroaso the sales of thiit pro-Russian 
journal. Aa the case against the prison- 
ers is developad from day to day interest 
will increase; and in the result it will ba 
aean that if London morals are no bettor 
tbey are certainly no worse than those of 
any "qtheE gteat centre of population. 



"PAMTIH' 'ER RED." 

This eompany sailed yesterday for Pu- 
llet sound and the east, havin<; left be- 
hind thorn an unsavory reputation. The 
coming of the troupe was heralded by 
laudatory notices in the California and 
Oregon press. Yictoriana crowded the 
hall on the first night. Thoy went expect- 
ing to see a humorous if aoniowhat point 
leiB piece. They came away impressed 
with the belief that the parts of the play 
which were not vulfjar wero stupid and 
silly. "Paintin' 'or Hod" in the most 
miserable and at the sarMe time the moat 
indecent play ever put on the boards here. 
We don't except even the "Widow Be- 
dott" absurdity. The press were deceived 
by the respectable names of the managers 
into working it up in advaiico and secur- 
ing one good house. The second night 
the company played to empty benches. It 
would have afforded us infinite satisfac- 
tion if we eoald have oniiBunced th(»t the 
troupe had disbanded. We do not be- 
lieve they will meet with any success 
across the border; or that a man having 
taken his lady friends to witness this 
performance will over ayain take a new 
play on trust. 



The Caroline IsIuimIs Trouble. 

Madrid, Sept. 6. — At midnight a pro- 
cession of 40,000 men paraded the streets, 
receiving cheers everywhere, especially at 
the military and naval clubs. Five tliou- 
sand troops turned out to preserve order. 
Increased discouteut has prevailed to-day 
beoAuse the government withheld the de- 
cision of . the council. The opinion of the 
mob is that the govftrnment hesitates to 
sever relations with Germany. Count 
Benoraar, Spanish ambas-sabor at Berlin, 
telegraphs that Count Von Halzfeldt, 
Qerman foreign minister, declares that 
the German gunboat was forbidden to 
hoist the German llag where the Spanish 
flag floated, and he hopes that the incident 
will not interfere with negotiations or cor- 
diality between the two nations, as Ger- 
many would have prevented any occupa- 
tion of the Carolines if it had been poa- 
«ible to ooniniunicate with the German 
orttiserg after the receipt of the Spanish 
note claiming Ihe islands. 

Madrid, Sept. (5.— The L'ovei nment has 
seized and will proaocute six republican 
papers, and four nidependeut journals for 
publishing articles incitnig i\n agitation 
and advocat ing a rupture witii Germany. 
Local authorities have been ord''-ed to act 
vigorously, and see that allagitation is re- 
. pressed and ringleaders arre.ited thnius-h- 
out the coi^iilry. Tv.-n hundred and lifty 
persons iiavo been arrested iri iMadria, but 
a majority of tbeni have since been liber- 
ated. 

Madrid, Sept. 7— A dispatch just re- 
ceived regarding the German occupation 
of Yap stated thai the Spaniards on the 
island had hoisted the Spanish flag and 
lowered it at sunset for the iiijrlit, aa is 
customary with all iiatiojiiilities, and that 
immediately afterwards the German gun- 
boat ran in, landed uiiirines and sailors, 
hoisted the German colors and formally 
occupied the place de.,pit8 the protesta- 
tions of the Spaniards. Ci)unt Bismarck 
has offered ti withdraw thu German f irces 
from Ysip provided Spain will nut occupy 
it, pending a diplomatic anlution of the 
Questiona as to Spanish elaimb, and that 
Germany will aoknowludge the Spani,di 
occupation of Yap, provided that Spain 
proves that the Splnish flaa had been 
hoisted on the island before the G ;rman 
gunboat arrived in the hirbor. The ex- 
citement iti Madrid over the affiir has 
quieted down. Everything was tranquil 
last night. . 

PABlSji^ept. 7.— DeFreyciuot, minister 
' of foreign affairs, hurriedly returned to 
Paris in conaequenco of the excitement 
occasioned by the Carolines affair. The 
Spanish residents at Marseilles threaten 
to attack the German consulate in that 
city; The local authotitios have taken 
utepa to prevent any repetition of tiie Ma- 
drid outrages. Tlio ne'vspapers of Paris 
are commenting on the difficulty between 
Germany and Spain and jnaiat.. that Prince 
Bismarck is trying to einbroil .Franco in 
the affair.

Maorii), Sept, 9. — An authorized re- 
port is published that at thu cabinet coun- 
cil Senator Canova De Castro told King 
Alfonso that unleaa he trusted the minis- 
try ho would aummous Senor Sagoata, 
whose energy woald probably bring about 
a rupture with Germany and increase the 
popularity of King Alfonso. At the 
same time he deprecated such a course 
until diplomacy had been exhausted. 
King Alfonso, without hesitation, decided 
that ho had confid'>'.ice in Senor Canova's 
cabinet, and would maintain his popular- 
ity with the people at the expense of 
bloodshed. His majesty was convinced 
Emperor William would meet half way 
in a desire for peace, King Alfonso tele- 
graphed Count Benomar, Spanish am- 
bassador at Berlin, acoordingly. Court 
official circles are confident that either by 
means of arbitration or negotiations 
Spain will iretain poaseBsion of the Oaro- 
line islands. 

M \DRID, Sept. 9. — Germany's demand 
for reparation for the insult to the Ger- 
man embassy here on Saturday was re- 
ceived to-day. The note is couched in 
very reasonable terras. Spain's note in 
reply, which was dispatched to-night, ex- 
presses deep regret at the circumstances 
of the incident, and says that the offeiid- 
ora will bo prosecuted and that those re- 
sponsible for the safety of the embassy 
have been arrested and dismissed from 
sarvice, and that Spain condemns the ac- 
tion of the riotous mob. Meanwhile 
preparations for the event of war con- 
tinue, and orders have been given to re- 
port all troops available for service. 

Public opinion here unanimoualy depre- 
cates the arbitration of the Caroline dia- 
puto. 

The commander of the Spaniah man-of- 
warV'elasco, who was expected to arrive 
at Yap on the 28th, was under orders to 
regain possession of that irland. News 
from Yap is anxiously awaited. 

Yesterday evening the police dispersed 
numeroua bands of youths, who were pa- 
rading the streets and defying Germany. 

The rnuni(dpal authorities of Barcelona 
have adopted resolutions denouncing the 
action of the German governnent. 

London, Sept. 9. — A despatch from 
Madrid to the Times says Emperor Wil- 
liam has sent a despatch to King Alfonso 
saying he has no intention of trenching 
on Spanish rights, and will do nothing to 
pi'ejudico his old friend Alfonso; that 
Germany will withdraw from Y'ap and 
abandon all designs on the Carolines, and 
admit the Spanish sovereignty, provided 
it be made effective. 

It ia boiieved an arbitrator will not be 
needed in the Carolines affair. When 
matters connected witti the German oc- 
cupation of Yap ate settled Emperor 
William will receive Count Do Bonamar, 
the Spanish ambassador, on his former 
footiiiK. 

Maduib, Sept. 9. — It is rumored that 
the government has received information 
from the man-of-war Velasco showing that 
the report that the Pelew islands have 
occupied by Germany is not true. Mili- 
tary men here insist that their comrades 
at Yap acted under orders from Madrid 
and Manilla, in order to avoid conflict 
with Goimany. The conflict against the 
press is active; thirty papers of Madrid 
have been prosecuted. Caricature i"ur- 
nals are being seized by the wholosaio. 
Censorship also prevents true accounts 
being received of expressions of popular 
wrath against Germans, King Alfonso 
drove through the streets yesterday with- 
out escort. He was greeted respectfully 
by the people. 

BEitLiN, Sept. 9. — Much uneasiness ia 
felt here owing to the possibility that 
other German vessels in the Pacific under 
orders to annex the Carolines may come 
into collision with Spanish man-of-war. 

Madrid, Sept. 9. — Count Solmns Son- 
newalde, the German ambassador, has 
informed Senor Conovas Del Castillo that 
the retreat of the Spanish government 
ollicials at Yap before the German gun- 
boat would not aifeot the question of Spain 
actually occupied the island first. Not a 
single German has been ailitcked by 
Spaniards in this city since the beginning 
of the e.iccitement. During the hottest 
part of the excitement on .Saturday last 
a crowd of Frenchmen grossly insulted 
several FreiJohmon in a cafo' compelling 
the waiters and a number of Spaniards 
present to protect them from serious bod- 
ily harm. The Germans eulogized the 
conduct of the Spaniards. 

Beiili.v, Sept. 9.— Emperor William 
has received a long and pressing letter 
from King Alfonso respecting the Caro- 
lines question and the situation in Spain 
qrowing out of it. Details of the letter 
have not been learned jet, but the con- 
tents have greatly impressed Emperor 
Wi'' . 1, Empress Augusta and Crown 
Priuuu Frederick William.

ENGLAND. 

LoNiiON, Sept. 9. — The examination of 
Mr. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, and other defendanta, in-the i£liza 
Armstrong abduction case, was resumed 
this morning. 

Mra. Armstrong, mother of Eliza, tes- 
tified that Mrs. Jarrett obtained hor 
daughter from lior on a plea of needing 
the child to assist in the housework of 
her homo. Witness scouted the idea that 
she knew anything of the character of 
Mra. Jarrett other than was represented 
by the prisoner herself, and denied in an 
emphatic manner that she had hired the 
daughter for an immoral purpose. 

On cross-examination, Eliza Arniatrong 
stated iier father, mother and six children 
lived in one room. She admitted that 
with the exoeptioQ of the indignities re- 
ferred to in her testimony yesterday her 
abductors had treated her kindly. 

Mr. G! "latono has not been outside of 
Ilawardon Castle all day. There is much 
public misgiving as to the cause of hit 
seclusion, his health being far from good. 

Chamberlain, in a speech at Warring- 
ton yesterday, gave the full radical plat- 
form, fie said the radicals now formed 
the great majority of the liberal party, 
and they would oppose Parnoll tooth and 
nail. This declaration was greeted with 
prolonged cheering. Continuing ho said, 
the granting of home rule to Ireland 
would mean the destruction of the British 
empire, He had prepared a moderate 
scheme of domestic government for Ire- 
land which had mot with the approval of 
the national leader If the liberals did 
not like the radical platform they must 
sever their connection with it. The rad- 
ical platform, besides the local govern- 
ment and land planks, advocates free 
schools, revision of ta.xation. and game 
laws, and mineral royalty, and declares, 
if the appropriation of certain land ia 
necessary for the public good, the rights 
of property must go to the wall. 

The newspapers this morning, despite 
long election speeches and columns about 
the Caroline afl'air, report the Arm/itrong 
trial verbatim. 

London, Sept. 9. — The Standard says 
that a rejection of Parnell's demands by 
responsible conservatives will bo as dis- 
tinct as that of Chamberlain in his speech 
at Warrington yeaterday. The nation 
owes much to Chaniborlain for his oppor- 
tune frankness in dealing with the Irisli 
question. 

Considerable surprise and regret have 
been occasioned here at the tone of Vice- 
President Uundrick'n speech at Indian' 
apolis last night aiding with Mr. F'arnell 
in the hitter's issue with England. It is 
urged by English politicians that owing to 
his position he ought to have taken a neu- 
tiiil stand. 

RUSSLV. 

ST.TETERSBUiui, Sept. 9. — The Russo- 
Afghan question will bo speedily embod- 
ied in a jirotocol defining the main points 
of the frontier. The Afghan frontier 
commission will then define the boundary 
line in detail. 

Russia has abandoned her claim to the 
whole of the Zulfikar pass proper. Moru- 
chank is also left to the Afghan frontier, 
A line will be run eastward to Kodiaaelh 
on the basis of the agreement of 1883. 

TURKEY.

— The monarchial papty 
have issued a mr,nifesto, with a view to 
influencing votes in their favor at the 
coming election for members of the cham- 
ber of deputies. The document elabor- 
ates the alleged grievances of the people 
against the republic, and demandam strong 
and stable government.

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 

Skattle, Sept. 9. — The latest uewsfrom 
Srjuak, the scene of the attack on the 
Ohinese hop-piokera on Monday night, is 
that the attack was made by white men, 
and not by Indians aa previously reported. 
The attacking party crept up to the camp 
at dead of night while the Chinamen 
were: asleep. The first intimation which 
the Chinamen had of the presence of the 
enemy was a volley of ahota frcm rifles 
and revolvers fired directly into the tents. 
The attacking party numbered 'about ten. 
The Chinamen who were not hit at the firat 
fire tied into the brush, while their assail- 
ants with yells and oaths fired hiio one 
tont after another. Three Chinamen were 
killed outright and four wounded. Most 
of those who escaped made their way 
through the woods to Newcastle and were 
brought to this city by the train. Thoy 
are nil yreatly terrified. The attempt to 
introduce Chinuso labor in the Squak hop- 
fields has been given up, ond the remain- 
ing Chinamen will be brought to this city 
as rapidly aa possible, 

Shorifl' McGraw is still at the scene of 
massacre and is making every effort to 
discover the perpetrators of the outrage", 
but it is not probable that any arrests 
will be made.

THMTERMATIOMAL YACHT 
^ . RACE. 

The Purilan Collides ;Wfilii tite 
Gcnesta. 

The Coniniittce Unles the Purl- 
tan Out. 

But Sir. R. Sutton Declines to 
Accept the Kace. 

(Exclusive to The Culoniat.) 

New Youk, Sept. 8. — The Puritan and 
Geneatii came into collision to-day. When 
the yachts came in vipw from Sandy Hook 
the Genosta and Puritan were in close 
company and making sail for Scotland 
lightship. The red, white and blue pen- 
nant of the Puritan was first soon. The 
skipper of the Genesta pointed right to- 
wards the Puritan in an endeavor to tako 
the latter's wind away. The captain of 
the Puritan believed that he could cross 
the Genesta's bow and tried to do so. 
The result was a foul in which the Gen- 
esta's bowsprit was carried away, and ^lio 
mainsail of the Purit-in badly torn. TKo 
consternation on the judges boat and on 
the yachts was grout. Those who wore 
not near onougb. tn aeu were afraid thu 
yachts wore injured below the water line. 
It was a foul pure and simple on the part 
of the Puritan, and was due to tho fact 
that her skipper thought he could bring 
her before the wind faster than he did. 
The hole in the Puritan's mainsail is in 
the lower corner and renders her unelesB. 
It was only by luok that further accidents 
were avoided, for after the collision all 
the visiting and attendant yachts ran up 
close to the Puritan and Genesta and sev- 
eral fouls occurred. 

The Puritan was entirely at fauH for 
the coliisiun. The Genesta was on tho 
starboard tack and had the right of way. 
The Puritan was on the port tack, and in 
attempting to cross htT bow loss than one 
minute before the starting signal was 
given and fouled her, tho Genoata'a 
bowBprit going through the clew of tho 
Puritan's' mainsail close to the boom mak- 
ing (he hole two feet square. The leeches 
and foot ropes of the sail held the end of 
bowsprit which was orokon off dose to tho 
stemhead. The committee then ruled 
the Puritan out and told Sir Richard Sut- 
ton that he might sail over tho course if 
he wished. The latter promptly declined 
the offer with thanks. Buth boats wore 
towed to Staten Island and will probably 
race on Friday.

Mine.

(Special Correapondeniie of The Colonist.) 
J'j.vKAU, Alaska, Aug. 21, 1885. 
The steamer Ancon reached this place 
at 3 p. m., having made the round trip 
from Victoria yi&;Tov^nBBnd, which latter 
place we iefi on Tuesday, 11th August. 
Wo have had lino weather thus far. Wo 
reached this place on IMonday, 17th. On 
our way up touched at only two canneries 
and Wrangel. We stayed here about 
thirty hours on our way up and visited 
the famous 

THHADWEI.L .hill and .MIN'K.S. 

The mill is probably tho largest and beat 
constructed stamp mill in thu world. It 
runs day and night, and requires 250 
minora aud other emplcydes to work it. 
The machinery is all of the latest and 
moat approved pattern, with ore enouch 
in sight to run those 120 stamps fifty 
years. I could not leavn the output this 
month; but it is supposed to bo larger 
than last month. Tfiore are several other 
valuable ledges about hero upon which 
mills are expected to be erected at an 
early date. After leaving here our next 
visit was to 

THB FAMOUS GI.AOIER BAY, 

fifty miles above Juneau. For fifteen or 
twenty miles boforo wo reached the 
j glacier wJ encouiiternd masses of floating 
ice, and the temperature dropped to 
•18 from G-t. Aa wo neared it the cold 
increased and tho ice floos bocamu more 
frequent, aud tho steamer had to pick her 
way cautiously through them. We at 
last reached within a mile of it and cast 
anchor. Hero wo had one of the grandest 
scenes I over had tho good fortune to 
witness. The face of tho glacier ia about 
two miles wide and from 300 to 400 feol 
high, and every few minutes thousands 
of tons of ice would break off and plunge 
into the bay with the noise of thunder 
and splashing the water often 200 feet 
high, creating great waves, even whore 
wo were, that mado the old .\ncon dance 
and roll much worse than any sea we en- 
countered on our way up. A good part 
uf the ekcursioiiista were landed and made 
their way to the top. The scone will not 
SOOT bo forgotten. This piece of Arctic 
sconory is well worth tho cost of the 
whole voyage. From the glacier we pro* 
ceeded to 

SITKA, 

which place we reached at 3 p.m., on the 
19th. The place seemed oxceodingly 
dull and dilapidated. Wo carried the 
first news of the death of Gen. Grant 
all the way up. The exuursion was a 
great success, and all were pleased. The 
scenery was grand, the weather fine, and 
Capt. Carroll and, in fact, all the olficora 
of the Ancon, exerted thomselveo to make 
the exouraionists comfortnblo. Tlioy suc- 
ceeded admirably. We had many nota- 
bles aboard; Gov. Kinkaid, U. S. District- 
Attorney Hasoott and tho marshal of 
.A laska, Ez-Oongressman Booth, of Kan- 
sas, and several literary celebrities, who 
seemed to enjoy the trip greatly. I shall 
remain over hero until nuxt steamer, and 
will be able to write you more fully.

The Iturgh Mystery. 

Richard A. Proctor, suspected of com- 
plicity in the murder of Burgh, was again 
before Mr. Edwin Johnson, S. M., in the 
provincial court yesterday morning. 

SergoSnt H, Sheppard s evidence was 
taken, as follows: I hoard and took part 
in a ijonvetaation between the prisoner 
Proctor, Superintendent Bloothfiald and 
myself oo the 19th of August last in the 
superintendent's private office; prisoner 
was cautioned that any statement that ho 
might make would be used in evidence 
against him; when asked what had be- 
come of Burgh he said he had left him 
at Graham island, Tongas, and that he 
(Burgh) there took a canoe with some In- 
diana to go up tho Stickeen river, where 
he was going to take up a ranch; Burgh, 
prisoner also stated, had bought a squaw 
to tako along with him, and had taken 
provisions with him from the sloop; Proc- 
tor claimed to have bought Burgh's inter- 
eat in the sloop fur $125, and said he had 
paid him for his gun and provisions from 
^70 to $76; he had no bill of sale from 
Burgh; on being asked how ho came in 
possession of Burgh's ring and watch 
Proctor said he had won them at pokor; 
ofter leaving Burgh at Graham island 
prisoner and Craine took tho sloop to 
Fort Wrangel and thence to Harrisburg; 
being asked how he came to bo in posses- 
sion of so much money on hia return to 
Victoria prisoner replied that he had won 
it playing poker at Harrisburg; prisoner 
mentioned Sam Cohan's name, and was 
asked if he had played poker with him; 
he said no; the witness (Sergeant Shep- 
pard) was personally familiar with every 
inch of Wrangel, and tho description 
given by the prisoner was not a correct 
one; all Proctor said ho saw of 
Wrangel was tho town, an Indian ranch- 
arie and a few Indian curios; he said iliat 
he did not see the old Russian fort, aa he 
was not at that end of tho i.sland. Wit- 
ness told him it was an utter iinpoaaibility 
to go to Wrangel without sooing the fort, 
and prisoner's atatomeiit convinced him 
that ho was never there. Proctor said 
that Burgh had offered him a free passage 
in the sloop from Victoria to the mines, 
and that he did not have a dollar's inter- 
est in the boat. The watch he had won 
from Burgh, prisoner said had been stolen 
from him in Victoria and tho ring had 
been given tu a fiiend. The witness 
knew Craine, Proctor's companion,- and 
had watched his house on the night of 
tho 19th, the day tho prisoner was acreat. 
ed, but up to the present time he had not 
made his appearance, and had not since 
been seen in Victoria; tho house ia on 
Discovery street, between Government 
and Douglas streets; I there found the 
gun alleged to have been bought by pris- 
oner from Burgh. 

Supt. Roy craft asked for a remand of 
eight days, stating that an officer wont 
north by tho Idaho for the purpose of as- 
certaining the truth of prisoner's state- 
ments that he had been to Wrangel and 
other northern points. On the return of 
the steamer the crown would be in a posi- 
tion to go on with the case. 

Mr. Taylor, counsel for tho prisoner, 
objected on the ground that no evidence 
had been produced of Burgh's death, and 
the prisoner oould not be held. 

The court, however, held that there 
was reasonable suspicion against the pris- 
oner, and remanded him for eight days.

Cheyenni*, Sept. 7.— The sheriff of 
Sweetwater county has arrested 22 of the 
supposed leaders of the Rock Springs 
rioters, including laaiah Whitehouso, 
membor-eleot of the legislature. They 
were taken to Green River, the county 
seat, and placed in jail. They will hi^ve a 
preliminary hearing to-morrow. More 
arrests will follow. The charges against 
the prisoners are murder, arson , rioting 
and robbery.

FOR THE VARIOUS THEATRICAL COM- 
"" ' BINATIONS OF THE COUNTRY. 



How' th« ^Xfctng" Is'Done -Systematically-; 
The Agent's "Imihb Book"— Advap- 
tlalDK tlie Attractions— ArranKO- . 
luents-iTlth tbe Blanaginr.

"Of la^ " cue of the best-known tli'eat- 
■rlcal agents Itf tlifa city said recently, 
"actors have far less trouble in arrauginij 
for dates'out of towu than formerly. la 
fact, I nm^' say that the system of rout- 
ing and h()ol;iiig Ikis iimlcrgoiio iv com- 
plete chnngo. No longer tlmn seven 
years ago the old sysleni iirevailcil. Un- 
der it hardly any so called comhinntions 
"went on the road. 1 can say, without 
being in the least immodest, that 1 was 
the lirat ngeul to adojit the present sys- 
tem. I hased it on that pursued by a 
New York theatre, which sunt many 
companies on the road. From llie family 
•which managed the cstabli.shment I got 
the fundamental prineiple.s of the ) resent 
aystom. I have it down to such a lino 
point that if I am asked to book and 
route a company I can tell in a few min- 
utes what dates and places are open for 
it." 

"How do you manage that?" we 
asked. 

"1 will explain. Through my ac(iuaint- 
ance with managur.s, I have the solo 
agency for about a luiiidred thealre.s. To 
ciirry out my system il was necessary that 
I should be sole agent for them here. 
Otherwise it would be iin[)ossililo for mo 
to lay out routes by a glance at my books. 
To begin with. I have a theatre in each of 
tho largo cities in the cnunlry. In sioino 
sections there are circuits, as for instance, 
the Vermont the Texas, tlio California 
circuit, and I am in close relation wfth the 
representatives of ihe.se. I by no means, 
however, always include such circuits in 
the routes I lay out. llcsides thcidres iu 
large cities, I have good show towns be- 
tween them. For instance, I bavo on 
my list ten New York cities, tbe same 
number in Ohio, seven in Indiana, six in 
Pennsylvania ,and so on. Let me give you 
an illustration as to how quickly I can 
route a combination or star. The tlrst 
timo I had dealings with one of my stars 
she came up to me and said: 'My route 
for next season isn't wi^ll laid out. I want 
you to lay out a new route for me. 1 
leave for ( aliforuia tomorrow. What 
arc j'our terms?' 

" "I will lay out a route for yoti,' I re- 
plied, 'if vou will lea e everything iu my 
hands. AVlien you conic back from Cali- 
fornia I will show you ilie route, and you 
will lind my terms reasoiialilo. ' 

"Peforo slie left that allcnionn for Cali- 
fornia I hail Iter route laid out, and she 
was book(i(l for all tho theatre.-; on tlie 
route, llow'lo I manage it? Til siiow 
you. In Ihir. iioo c, " opening a long book, 
"I have on every page every dale in tlio 
year, with a blank si)ace after each date. 
Every page lielongs to a theatre, the thea- 
tres being arranged according to states. 
I can tell by a glance at each page how 
Emny dates are ojien for tho theal.ro repre- 
sented by that page. Hero is Cleveland 
• — iilled you see, from Aug. 21, 
IS^."), to June 21, 18811. Now, 
suppose 1 want to book an attrac- 
tion for some dale later than .Tune 21, 
1880, in Cleveland. 1 telegraph to tho 
manager the naini? of the attraction, the 
time, and terni.s. There is a possibility 
that we may duier on terms and have to 
adjust theui by wire. But I know what 
Ideas the different managers have in re- 
gard to ..terms, and usually got an afflrma- 
rtive''anower to my first telegram. -In ad- 
^dition to my book, in which each page is 
devoted to a theatre, I have tables con- 
sis ting of a page like those in tlie book, 
pasted, on cardboard. Jiacb of tlu;so 
tables is devoted to a star or combination. 
I have sixteen all told. Now, look at this 
tabla On it you will find the route of a 
star actress mapped out. As n ndo I 
start my attraction in New York and 
•wind up in New York. " 

"But if you have to make routes for 
sixteen attractions," said tho reporter. "I 
should think tho late comers would bo 
hard to satisfy. " 

"There are no late comers among my 
regular sixteen attraction.s, because I hook 
them all iu December for the lu'.xl year. 
Besides the routes diller in character. 
Here, for iustan,"e, is a route for a ]Any in 
which a well known actor starred up to 
last season, lie lakes another play this 
season, so his old i)lny 'joes on the road 
without him. That route doesn't take in 
a single largo oily. It is ( onflned to towns 
which are one or two night stands, ((f 
course, some managers come to nie too 
late. They have t<. take what they can 
get, They are obliged to jump all over 
tho country, and are put to great outlay 
for transportation. Then again it may 
happen that some combination goes to 
piccca In that event these late-comers 
may get a good route nfier all. " 

"How do you manage the advertising 
for your attractions while en route?" 

"That m all provided for in tho con- 
tract I hav °. a printed form which, when 
■ filled out, is 1?. r;oniriict beiwcen inv at- 
tractions .as party of the lirst part and the 
theatre as party'cf tlio second jiart. The 
attraction agree.s to furnish the acting 
company, advance priming, and stage 
performance for aisuallv) 7(i per cent, of 
the gross receipts. The manager agrees 
to furui.sh the llioairo, well lighted, 
■warmed, and cleansed, wilJi scenery ami 
equiiimenis accurding to plots furnished, 
stage hands, usiiers, inopcrly-nien, anil 
aSBistants, janitors, ticket-sellers, sujiers, 
ballet, calcium lights, j)rograniines, hill- 
boards, a lirsi -class oridiesira, or, if iin- 
poasiblo to secure an orchestra, a lirst- 
class piano uud pianist; door keepers, 
licenses, advertising, stage furniture, and 
properties. " 

'^1 su]ii o.=eyou consider, in making up 
your routes, Ikjw tho attractions did the 
previous season ? " 

"Yes, 1 have a bor>k of the reeoipls of 
every performance " 

"Are not some sections of the country 
bettor to show in than others?" 

"Maine and New I'ampshire nro poor 
states, and in A'erinoiu there are only 
three good show towns. Of course the 
country is thickly poijulaled in this sec- 
tion, and here there are no long jump.'?. 
But the west and south are equally 
amusement- loving, and if there were as 
many cities and towns in these sections as 
in this they would I c as good from a 
theatrical |)r»int of view. But let me lell 
you one tl.in^r. .The west and south v/ill 
stand only lirst ciass attractions. You 
can't palm oil anything second-class on 
them. Anybody who tries it will bo 
truly routed. "
